Planners  Meet  Tonight 
On  New  Map  Proposal 

The  Planning  Board  will  information  on  location  of 


missioners  seek,  in  Article  35, 
to  transfer  a 10  acre  parcel  of 
land  from  the  Board  of  Select- 
men for  school  purposes,  to  be 
used  for  a sewage  treatment 
plant.  This  land  was  taken  by 
eminent  domain  at  a 1969  Spe- 
cial Town  Meeting  for  school 
purposes;  however,  the  Com- 
missioners have  determined  that 
it  is  the  best  site  for  the  imple- 
mentations of  the  sewage  treat- 
ment facility  as  planned  by  Met- 
calf and  Eddy  Engineers. 

Article  36  requests  an  appro- 
priation of  $235,000  to  supple- 
ment the  previous  appropria- 
tion of  $265,000  for  working 
plans  and  specifications  to  ex- 
tend the  existing  system  of  sew- 
erage, drainage  and  sewage  dis- 
posal to  many  areas  of  town. 

To  meet  the  supplemental  ap- 
propriation the  Treasurer,  with 


physical  characteristics  such 
as  houses,  and  watershed  and 
flo9dplain  information. 

The  cost  of  the  proposed 
map  has  been  estimated  at 
S103.200  and  is  considered  a 
valuable  tool  for  town  depart- 
ments and  boards  as  well  as 
residents  and  developers. 

Barbara  Power,  chairman  of 
the  mapping  subcommittee, 
will  give  the  details  of  the 
project,  explain  the  precedure 
and  show  examples  of  similar 
maps  which  have  been  pre- 
pared for  other  towns.
